The Rat Crusade. 

At the meeting of tho Sanitary Board 
yesterday, Mr Osborne, speaking with re- 
ference to the advertisements issuad by the 
Board that rat traps could Le obtained free 
of charge at the Sanitary Board office, gaid 
—On 16th.Jumuary, they advertised for 
rats. Two weeks had elapsed since then, 
and they had receive 37, a large propor- 
tion uf which were picked up in the’ strects, 
not hunted for. They had issued 137 
traps, of which only four or five had gone to 
the Chinese, so that for tho moment their 
efforts at rat-catching wero » distinct failure. 
At the tine that this mnttor was discussed, 
his original proposal was that they slivald 
yay five cents. He thought two conts was 
uot suilicient, an he still thought 80, 
Whether tho failure was due to their having 
put too low a value on the rat or whothor 
it was due to the apathy of the Chinese he 
was not prepared to say, Thoy had only 
two months to try the experiment,’ and he 
certainly thought it waa worth trying. 
Yi they were to do any good at all 
they must adopt some other means gf 
catching theso rts, and the means he 
suggested wore that instead of asking tha 
people ty come to the Sanitary. Board oflices 
and bring their mts with them, that they 
should go to their'houses ani collect the 
tats from thom and pay the money at their 
doors. He thought they would be moro suc- 
cossful if they adopted tho conrse taken in 
London during the great plague, that was, 
send their dust-carts round calling out 
‘Bring out. your rats,” instead of ‘Bring 
out your dead.' Tho foreman could pay for 
the rats, Dr Clark pointed ont’ that thera 
was not 2 Portuguese forersan in charge of 
a dust-cart, ‘and he did ‘not. think it would 
ba wise to entrust thess ovolio scavengers 
with money to pay~ for the rats brought to 
them. There-wag Portuguese foreman ia 
each districd aad a Kanspean inspector, 
and-the matter might: be Joft ‘with thoi.
